Elaborating on his pos- 
ition, Walker told the 
CALL-POST:

The. gas company an- 
nounced Thursday that 
curtailment levels to its 
1,100 large  indusrtial 
customers will be 100 per 
cent for all manufacturing 

in_which a fuel 
other than natural gas can 
be used and 50 per cent 
for non-substitutable uses. 
In -addition, 1,300 large 
volume commercial 
establishments, including 
schools, will have their 
supplies reduced an addi- 
tional 10 per cent to 50 per 
cent. 

Marvin E. White Colum- 
bus, chairman of the board 
of the gas company, 
pointed out that conserva- 
tion by the residential and 
commercial sectors 
already has had a signifi- 
cant effect in holding 
down curtailment levels. 

“If it were not for this 
outstanding effort,” he 
said, “which currently 
accounts for some 17 
billion cubic feet in gas 
savings annually, curtail- 
ment levels’ for - all 
remaining industrial 
customers would have to 
be raised to 100 per cent 
now.” 

However, White said 
there undoubtedly are 
some additional things that 
gas company customers 
can do immediately as 
“good citizens” to help 
ease the burden on 
industry, commercial 
establishment and schools. 

He offered the following 
suggestions for both resi- 
dential and commercial 
users that can produce 
significant: gas savings 
immediately with a 
minimum effort: 

. Set furnace thermostats 
no higher than 67 degrees. 

. Turn off all decorative 
and accent gas lighting, 
both inside and out.

Make sure fireplace 
dam are closed when 
not in use and do not use 
gas log rireplaces that are 
only for decorative 
purposes. . : 

Doors of tego at- 
tached to build’ ings should 
be kept closed 

. Caulk or weatherstrip 
around all openings. 

. Check hot water 
faucets for leaks and 
replace ‘washers where 
necessary 

Operas laundry appli- 
ances only with full loads. 

The following apply pri- 
marily to public buildings 
and commercial establi 
ments: 

. Discontinue use, of 
indoor swimming pools. 

. Reduce fresh air intake 
to heating system to 
minimum required by 
existing codes. 

. Shut off gas kitchen 
equipment when -not 
needed or not in use. 

. Shut off heat in_ mall 
areas and close doors to 
adjoining stores and 
shops. 

. Limit the number of 
entrances to be kept open 
at any time. 

. Limit operating hours 
to periods of reasonable 
activity. 

. Shut off or reduce heat 
to storage and warehouse 
areas. 

The local gas company 
office also has a number of 
pamphiets and brochures 
available on request with 
additional suggestions and 
tips to improve conserva- 
tion techniques, White 
pointed out. 

“All of these can prove 
helpful,” he said, “in 
assisting all of us to do our 
share to prevent additional 
gas cutbacks with 
accompanying shutdowns 
or layoffs in affected 
industry and commerce.”

Ye Interstate 670 Extension is a proposed transportation facility which would 
connect the Columbus Innerbelt in the vicinity of Third and Fourth Streets with 
the Columbus Outerbelt (I-270) in the vicinity of the US. 62 interchange. This 
proposed facility would include an Airport Connector and would provide direct 
access to the Ohio Center.

improve 17th Avenue as a surface arterial.

The 1-670 Extension is presently envisioned as a multimodal transportation facility having five lanes in 
each direction along the mainiine. Two of these five lanes will be reserved for use by buses and other 
high oceupancy vehicles and the -emaining three lanes will be available for general traffic. The bésic 
right-of-way width for the freeway nain‘ine will be about 250 feet with additional right-of-way being 
required at interchange locations. Special céntideration is being given to the location of park and ride 
lots along the freeway corridor and at ‘east one bus station for passenger access to. express buses is 
Proposed for the project.

Public Involvement 


Since early 1976, special efforts have been made to obtain a substantially greatet level of public in- 
volvement than the minimal called for by state and federal laws. Public involvement has come from 
seven public hearings; many telephone calls, letters, and visits to the Public Information Center; 
Community meetings sponsoted by local neighborhoods, and a Citizens Advisory Group developed 
by the participating agencies. Information exchange has been possible through newsletters, 
brochures, newspaper and radio and television shows. The input has been substantial and con- 
tributions have come from private-citizens, business people, public and private agencies, and-local 
officials. Two of. these suggestions proposed additional alignment-alternatives. Both alignments 
were studied and evaluated. Overall, a concerted effort was made to incorporate suggestions from 
the public into the process of studying alternatives. The next stage of public involvement is to now 
obtain input on the alternatives described in this article.

Until recently none of the 64 men 
on death row at the Southern Ohio 
Correctional Facility at Lucasville or 
3 women confined‘at the Ohio Refor- 

- Matory for Women at Marysville took 
the death penalty seriously. 

No one has died in Ohio;s electric 
chair since 1963. 

But last July, the United States 
Supreme Court put new meaning 
into capital punishment for the 40 
Blacks and 27 Whites who now 
stand a greater than ever chance of 
riding an 80 second joltof electricity 
into eternity. f 

Every inmate. on death row 
pleaded innocent of the charges and 
their defenses ranged from violation 
of their constitutional rights to 
charges of frameup. 

*Some claim their experiences as 
children of deprived families led to 
their circumstances. 

Inspite of the innocent pleas all 
were convicted under the Ohio 
revised code effective January 1, 
1975 which made them eligible for 
the death penalty. 


Recent History 


In 1972 the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling in Furman vs Georgia banned 
the death penalty as cruel and 
unusual punishment because judges 
and juries in capital cases imposed 
“guilty with capital. punishment’ or 
“guilty without Capital punishment” 
on a case-by-case basis which, ac- 
cording to the Court, allowed the 
supreme penalty to be applied in an 
arbitrary and capricious manner. 

The court reserved for future con- 

sideration the possibility of the death 
penalty if uniformly applied. 
“The last legal executions took 
place in 1967 when two felons met 
death. There were none between 
1968 and 1972. 

By 1972, 11 states had limited it to 
specific crimes. 

Of 39 Capital Punishment states, 
21 used electrocution, 8 used 
hanging, 9 used Gas and 1 used 
shooting. or hanging. 

In June, 1972, when the US. 
Supreme Court made its controver- 
sial split decision, 63 persons had 
been scheduled to die in the Ohio 
Penitentiary then located in Cotum- 
bus. 

Three of the 63 are on parole 
hearing until-1978, because of the 
Ohio. revised code's mandatory 15 
year sentence before parole con- 
siderations. 

The U.S. ‘Supreme. Court, in 
decisions rendered July 2 and July 6, 
1976, said the capital punishment 
laws of Florida, Georgia and Texas 
were constitutional and found un- 
constitutional laws of Louisiana, 
North Carolina and’ Oklahoma.

THE ELECTRIC CHAIR may end the agonizing wait for 
67 condemned inmates now on Death. Row at the 
Southern Ohio Correctional Facility in Lucasville. The 
condemned persons feet are placed throught the cuffs at 
the bottom, front of the chair. The arched, clamps just 
below the seat go around the calves; the ones at the 
front of the arm rest is placed across the forearm; those 
at the rear of the arm rest go across the biceps; the 
clamps at the back of the chair hold the shoulders in 
place; and finally, the mask hanging on the chair, which 
contains the steel plate, is placed over the head. Next, 
the power is turned on--and then, oblivion.

is whether attempts at implementation will 
revive the riotous conditions that tore so 
many of our cities apart in the fifties and 
sixties. 

In finally resolving this school issue, 
Negroes are going to have to be very 
cautious, discreet and cooperative. 
Already there is a lack of close unity 
between the NAACP .lawyers who are 
handling these cases and the blacks in the 
cities where implementation must take 
place. The unwillingness of these NAACP 
attorneys to take the, blatk communities 
into their confidence and permit. them-to 
have meaningful input into decisions of 
procedure and compromise, is already 
causing some grumbling. 

This is an issue of great concern to alt 
of us, therefore, the closest kind of 
cooperation is imperative. in the past, this 
has not been true. 

In 1977, the N@gro is going to have to 
face up to the problem of crime in our 
communities. The cost of crime in the 
black family is enormous. Not just in the 
number of deaths, and loss of personal 
property, but in the cost of lawyers, bonds, 
loss of family income and other 
incidentals. 

The growingenumber of Negro youths 
involved in crime is all out of proportions 
to our numbers. We are disproportionate 
in. every court, jail and penitentiary. 

We can't blame this on our high rate of 
unemployment. All to often it is dope or 
good time oriented. Crime in our 
neighborhoods is* something we can and 
must do something about. When youths 
bring things home, the parents know they 
-didn-t buy, or live without working; these 
parefits know something is wrong. 
Condoning illegal acts is the breeding 
ground of juvenile crime. In this respect, 
Parents cannot dodge their responsibility. 

Unemployment is another problem we 
must face up to in 1977, Any job is bétter 
than no job.

In this Senate, there are 21 Democrats to 12 
Republicans, Both houses are veto-proof, in that the 
Democrats have the necessary vote to override any 
veto of the governor. 

Enjoying this kind of power-for the first time in 
years, it is obvious that the Democrat leadership is 
planning to give Rhodes an awfully tough road to 
travel. They can be expected to. run roughshod over 
Rhodes' program, then thumb their noses at him if he 
uses his veto ax on bills passed by them.

1977 will be a crucial year. It begins-with the 
country in a seemingly intractable recession that's a . 
major Depression for poor people and for black 
people, and with a new Administration entering office 
whose every move will be scrutinized for hints of how 
it will deal with the nation's problems. 

President-elect Carter has said that even before his 
inauguration he will announce his plans for getting 
the economy back on the right track. The basic 

—decision-reveives-around-what sort of stimulus the 
economy needs. 

Everyone, regardless of the ideological tag worn, 
believes some sort of stimulus is needed. Production 
is way below what it should be, unemployment is 
rising from an intolerably high base and public and 
private needs are going unmet. 

That's why many are advocating a hefty tax cut. The 
idea is that cutting taxes will put money in people's 
pockets and get them spending again, leading to 
higher production levels and more employment. 
~ That's a tidy package. The only trouble with it is 
that it is wrong: 

A tax cut would be a wrong decision for several 
reasons, First, experience shows that people don't 

~-spend their tax cuts, which often amount to only a few 
dollars a week anyway in the average paycheck. After 
the last tax cut, the savings rate rose sharply, and that 
doesn't lead to more production o: more jobs. 

Second, a tax cut would go to those who need it

Third, whatever stimulus a tax cut brings to the 
economy takes a long, long time to show itself. The 
full economic impact of a tax cut is not seen for many 
months while sharply targeted- direct government 
spending can boost the economy immediately.

Wilberforce Head Confides To 
C-P: ‘Success Has Its

Dr. Charles Taylor, 32, 
could be the classical story 
of home boy makes good. 
From the schools of 
Columbus’ Eastside to the 
youngest president of 
Wilberforce University, the 
nation's first black institute 
of higher learning, makes 
for a dream world to some. 
But not to Taylor. 

“It has its burdens,” 
Taylor said. “| have to live 
in two different worlds. 
Working among whites but 
living among blacks and 
being accepted by both 
communities makes for a 
very lonely world,” he said. 

Lonely or not, Taylor's 
‘world” has consisted of 
his being a staff associate 
of the Institute for Edu- 
cational Leadership, direc- 
tor of education for the 
Columbus Metropolitan 
Area .Community Action 
Organization and program 
director of Southside Set- 
tlement House. Since 1972 


he has been vice president” 


for operations ‘of the 
Academy for Contem- 
porary Problems. 

Taylor is married to the 
former Karen Keyes, a job 
development specialist 
with the Urban League. 
They have a five year old 
daughter, Enid. . 

A first generation profes- 
sional, Taylor is the son of 
a store janitor and a day 
worker. This working class 
background which he has 
in common with many 
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black professionals is the 
reason for the feelings of 
dysfunction for loneliness 
in the professional world at 
times. 

“| had no personal 
legacy, in professionalism 
to tell me how to behave 
such as having cocktail 
parties. This may seem 
trite but its important to the 
world,” he stated. 

The fifth of seven 
children, Taylor said he 
was a “hoodlum” in some 
respects ‘“‘but a good 
student.” Excellence along 
with encouragement is the 
key to Taylor’s success. “'! 
received a lot of en- 
couragement from my 
family and neighbors so | 
felt | had to succeed,” he 
said. 

Education wise, Taylor 
feels blacks are caught up 
in an excuse syndrome, 
“Many things that blacks 
are not succeeding at is 
the result of our unwilling- 
ness to take responsibility 
for it,” he said. Parap- 
hrasing Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, Taylor said how 
can teachers assign home- 
work if parents don’t make 
the children work at home. 

Taylor has no plans for 
any radical changes to 
Wilberforce yet. He says 
that he wants to continue 
its unique and distinct role 
in terms of remedial and 
financial aid for black 
students. He foresees the 
university taking greater 
advantages ‘for black 
women in the growing
